The Council is ready to proceed to a vote on the 
draft resolution before it. I shall put the draft resolution 
to the vote now.

Fithuania, Malaysia, New Zealand, Nigeria, 

Russian Federation, Spain, United Kingdom of 

Great Britain and Northern Ireland, United States 

of America and Venezuela (Bolivarian Republic of) 

The President ( spoke in Arabic ): The draft 
resolution received 15 votes in favour. The draft 
resolution has been adopted unanimously as resolution 
2215 (2015).
